Upon this delightful stream 
a large number of ranchers settled at 
an early day and farming was carried 
on in quite an extensive scale, grow- 
ing wheat, barley, oats, potatoes and 
all kinds of vegetables all of which 
were brought to the highest state of 
cultivation and perfection, their mar- 
ket being Mountain City in ite early 
days and more recently Cornucopia 
and lately Tuscarora. But within the 
last six years a great change has taken 
place in consequence of the appear- 
ance of Nevada’s worst pests, the 
squirrels, which appeared ly thou- 
‘sands and from that time to the pres- 
ent have eaten and destroyed the crups 
of grain and garden vegetables. Every 
— has been nade to exterminate 
these pests without success, and con- 
sequently the many beautiful fields of 
grain heretofore seen in this lovality 
have gradually given away and have 
been made by their proprietors fields 
for * ay — pasture purposes, until to- 
day te is but one rancher left at- 
tempting to raise à crop of any kind 
and that one is Antone Storff, an old 
‘pioneer of the place. 

Mr. Storff contrived and erected a 
‘@ Squirrel proof fence at heavy 
expense. The fence enclosed about 
100 acres and is about three and a half 
feet high, and made of boards closely 
fitted On the top of the 
fence, extending outward, is fastened a 
piece of tin about seven or eight inches 
wide at right angles with the top 
board of the fence; on the outxide of 
the fence a ditch has been excavated 
in which water runs during the grow- 
ing period of the crop. In this way 
these pests are kept out of the grain 
fields and garden of Mr. Storff. Al- 
though the expense has been great the 
present crup will pay all expenses and 
lea e a handsome surplus, as the wheat 
and barley raised in the above des- 
cribed enclosure is, beyond all ques- 
tion, one of the finest ever rai “on 
any ranch in eastern Nevada. The 
talks of grujn are not only thickly set 
on the ground, but the heads are from 
five to six inches long. The major por- 
tion of this crop was sown last fall. It 
is estimated that the average to the 
acre will be 3,000. I learn irom Ruby 
Bill, the farmer in charge of the West- 
ern Shoshone Agency, that the In- 
dians ut the agency put in dfring the 
past spring quite a crop of barley and 
wheat, but t the major portion has 
been eaten up by these pests, notwith- 
standing the united effurta of the tribe 
toexterminate them. Bill says they 
battled with the squirrels during the 
months of June and July, but the 
1 came out victorious in spite 
of their best directed efforts. This ill- 
luck has di many of them, 
particularly the head men and some 
of the best workers, who have left the 
reservation temporarily and gone to 
work for the ranchers of Independence 
valley and vicinity to earn some 
money. These usually retire 
about the first of August to their dena 
inthe ground where they sleep and 
remain in a torpid condition until the 
latter part of February or the first of 
March, according to the condition of 
the weather. During the months of 
May, June and July the hills ard 
adjacent valleys seem to be alive with 
these destroyers of the vegetable king- 
dom. There appears to be millions of 
them, and for every one that is 
slaughtered twenty or more come to 
the ral.
